The destined ambassador’ to 
England, Kwo Sung-tao, has been 
summoned to Court, and Iately passed 
through Shanghai on his way to the 
Capital. Intercourse between the 
Legation and the State Departments at 
Peking has been yielded ; and the fact, 
together with various other edicts and 
memorials relating to the negociations, 
has been notified in the Peking Gazette, 
A letter from Mr. Wado in our last issue 
explained what had been done with 
regard to lekin taxation; and the 
despatch of the Mission of Enquiry to 
Yunnan is a preliminary step towards 
bringing the perpetrators of the outrage 
to justice. It is understood that Mr, 
Wade bas exacted a guaranteo from 
the Peking Government, that no 
enquiry shall be held without the 
presence of the British delegates, and 
wo have hope that our resolve to exact 
justice has been sufficiently im. 
pressed upon the Government, to 
ensure a practical result from tho 
enquiry. It is understood also that 
the opening cf a trade route with 
Yunnan is secured, though on this 
point nothing authentic has transpired. 

One cannot avoid tho impression, in 
thus summing up tho account, that the 
points actually gained represont an 
unsubstantial result after so many 
months of negociation. The positions 
| gained are purely diplomatic ones, 
‘having, perbaps, greater valuo than 
j many will be inclined to attribute to 
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them, but still greatly inferior to those 
yet open, in importance. It is as parte 
of a whole, and as indicating that pres- 
sare has been exercised and progress 
» made towards a settlement, that they | 
assumo most importance. But it will 
not bo till the major points—the 
punishment of Margary’s murderers, 
tho opening of a trade route, 
and tho reduction of the exactions 
on trade—have become accomplished 
facts, that their value will be. fally’ 
recognised, People are disposed, to 
depreciate them at present, in very, 
irritation at the delay in securing the 
‘moro substantial features of our demand. 
‘That H. M.'s Minister should be, per- 
mitted to have intercourse with the high 
Poking officials; to call on them once 
a-year, and to have his call returned ; 
that His child Majesty should condescend 
to say thero is no intention to slight 
Foreign Governments in the customary 
form of his edits, aro very good things 
in their way; but they do not compensate 
for tho concessions of prestige and 
treaty right which have been gradually 
let slip by our Legation during the last 
dozen years, And till this prestige and 
theso rights have beom re-asserted and 
recovered, by fulfilment of the more 
substantial parts of our programme, 
the value of the diplomatic notches 
scored during tho last two months 
will bo grudgingly admitted. As 
wo said, therefore, in writing somo 
timo ago on tho subject, it will not be 
for somo months, at tho present rate of 
progress, that we shall be able to say 
the settlemont bas been successful. 
All wo can say in the meantime is that 
things seem to bo tending in that 
direction, but slowly.

It, is gratifying to note that, although

‘A Municipal notification has boon issued, 
requiring especial attention to sanitary 
precautions, at the present time, and 
advising people’ to be more than usually 
careful not to use water that bas not been 
carefully purified: The precautions are 
called for by the occurrence of several cases 
of cholera in Shanghai, and the. warning 
should induce householders to give some 
personal attention to the matter, 

‘We learn from the minutes of the French 
Municipal Council, that the General Hos- 
pital Trustees have suggested a new method 
of raising funds for a new buil They 
have proposed that the two Councils should 
advance Tis, 22,000 between thom j of 
which the French share should be Tia, 
7,600, The latter considered that this 
sum was disproportionate to the advantages 
which the municipality would derive from 
the hospital, but are willing to advance 
Tis. 5,000. This would leave Tls. 17,000 
to be found by the Community on this 
side the Yang-king-pang ; and the sum is 
certainly less formidable than was first 
asked. But the objection has all along 
been less on the question of amount than 
of management; and we imagine the 
reduction will not incline Ratepayers to 
depart from the principle expressed in the 
resolution passed at the last meeting. 

We were glad to seo a remark some 
weeks ago, in tho Municipal Minutos, that 
the Chinese prisoners who are placed in 
‘Municipal custody are to bemade to work. 
But some difficulty was said to be felt how 
to employ them, in view that paid work- 
men did not care to be associated with 
them, A correspondent suggests that they 
might be usefully employed in breaking 
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Chinese have the credit of being 
a ‘sober people as arule, aiid'nd doubt they 
Aéuerve it, But they can break out occa 
siohally, as wittess the proceedings of our 
Cantonése friends at a drinking party?

‘The passenger turned him out, and he was 
quietly ‘walking’ away, whon it was found 
he ‘hid ‘stolen a coat’ and 1,000 cash, which

‘THE CENTRAL GOVERNMENT AND ITS SATRAPS. 
Ir any proof were wanted, of the power 
of the Peking Government over its 
Provincial Governors, the case of the 
Viceroy of Canton would afford it; 
and the case occurs opportanely, as a 
contrast to the neglect which has been 
hitherto shown to call the Governor of 
Yunnan to account for the murder of 
Margary. ‘Tho one caso is a perfectly 
ordinary one of bribery and corruption, 
thongh the scandal does seems to have 
been a little lond. But the order from 
Peking is prompt and decisive. “Let 
tho penalty incurred by Ying-han be 
determined by the Board, and let him 
‘vacate his office, and come to Peking, to 
await the decision the Board will arrive 
at.” And that is what—if the Peking 
Government had been hearty in its 
condemnation of Margary’s murder 
and of the attack on Colonel Browne— 
could have been done in the case of 
the Governor of Yunnan. It is trae 
that the act of the Canton Viceroy was 
moro ostensibly personal. The re- 
establishment of the lotteries and the 
billeting of retainers on the Provincial 
revenues wereclearly his individual acts ; 
and it is open to the Peking Government 
to plead that the participation of the Go- 
vernor in the Yunnan outrage is not 
patent, But no one would believethe plea 
to be gonuine. If thecrime had been one 
which the Government really wished to 
punish, we havo very little doubt that 
the Governor would have been held 
responsible; and tho principle of re- 
sponsibility asserted in the case of 
Ying-han expressly covers the point. 
For sanctioning the re-establishment of 
tho gambling lotteries, he is only ad- 
judged to lose two degrees of rank, 
which is nothing, and does not disturb 
him in office ; it is for his shortcomings 
in respect of his retainers, that he is 
destitus, When remonstrated with by 
the Tartar General, about the proceed- 
ings of his factotum Yu-keng, he 
roplied that the officer in question was 
a man of the utmost integrity, and 
that he would guarantee no harm came. 
So that, says the General, “like Lu-ki 
(an ill-famed minister of the Tang 
dynasty) he deserves to be called 
iniquitous, for failing to discover the 
workers of iniquity.” 

It seoms to us that a great deal of 
misplaced sympathy has been wasted 
upon the Chinese Government and its 
difficulties in regard to the Yunnan 
Mandarins. That the degradation of 
tho Governor of Yunnan and the 
execution of Li Sitai, for murdering a 
foreigner and repelling a forcign party, 
would be less casy than recalling a 
Vicoroy of Canton for malpractices, 
wo can woll believe. Tho punishment 
would uot have the same popular sym- 
pathy ; there is no room for the same 
outpouring of unctious _ platitudes. 
Confucius might be quoted, about 
hospitality to the stranger from afar, 
but the appeal would not como 








home to people so clearly as a sen- 
tence about tho duty of protecting 
the people from exactions, and uphold- 


of 
‘Margary was wrong; but as the crime 
was committed against a Foreigner, 
it is very far from exciting the 
same feeling that a purely Chinese 
crime would do—even if it has not a 
latent sympathy. ‘The action of the 
Government in punishing it, therefore, 
instead of being supported by Public 
opinion, would rather run counter to it; 
and these difficulties would be in a 
measure aggravated, as Yunnan is 
less well in hand than the provinces on 
the East Coast. All these are perfectly 
good reasons why the Government 
should be disinclined to exert itself ; 
but they are not reasons why it ought 
not, nor why it should not be required, 
to do justice. Tho power which suf- 
ficed to re-conquer Yunnan must be 
sufficient to coerce the local man. 
daring, if it is honestly brought to 
bear; and to relax our pressure on 
any plea of embarassment, would be 
to admit a false plea, If the Peking 
Government resolve to do justice in 
Yunnan, they can; and we have hope 
that they have been persuaded that 
that resolve on their part is expedient. 
Straws are feeble and somewhat un- 
reliable things, but tradition allows that 
they may be sometimes taken as show- 
ing which way the wind blows. So, a 
rumour from Rangoon that the Chinese 
officials aro squeczing and worrying the 
people of Manwein, may, perhaps, be 
taken to show that the necessity of 
action has been forced upon them. 
We repeat that we have ourselves little 
doubt of their power, if they can be 
inspired with a will; and the appoar- 
ance of a strong detachment of British 
troops on the frontier would go far to 
quell any fancy for resistance which 
might othorwise exist.

Tae Coreans seem determined to 
maintain to the Inst the character of 
exclusiveness which all other nations in 
the far east aro more or Jess seeing the 
necessity of giving up. It is somewhat 
difficult to conceive the train of ideas 
which leads to a nation sealing itself 
up from the rest of the world; yet, in 
all ages, one or more peoples have 
placed themselves in the unenviable 
attitude of opposition to their fellows. 
‘The Egyptians at various periods of 
their history exemplified the principle 
in the days of autiquity, which is now 
attempted to be carried out by China 
and the adjoining countries in the far 
east of Asia. It is, however, curious 
to observe the effect of civilized inter- 
course even on nations like China. 
For many years, the exclusiveness 
which was adopted by Japan, in imita 
tion of her bigger neighbour rather 
than from any national policy of her 
own, has given place to a steady and 
progressive opening of the country, 








This has been accomplished without 
any interference with the authority 
of the Government. Japan has, in 
point of fact, enffered far less humilis- 
tion, and gained far higher at 
the hands of the cons eect ease 
of tho world than her neighbour, who, 
with higher pretentions to’ universal 
supremacy, has had to be forced, at the 
expense of her self-respect, to yield 
point after point, and yielding them in 
bad faith and ill grace, has as con- 
stantly to submit, as a result, to fresh 
humiliation. Fortunately for_ itself, 
Corea is out of the usual track of trade, 
or the experience of China would long 
since have fallen upon it. It is un- 
certain, however, how much longer ite 
isolation can continue, for causes are 
even now at work which must act even 
on s0 remote and so little important 
a state. It is not likely that China 
will trouble itself more with. the internal 
affairs of Corea, The large unwieldy 
empire has already laid up for itself 
store of trouble and discomfort. But 
Corea possesses two neighbours, both 
bent on consolidating their own posses- 
sions. To either Japan or Russia, in 
the nataral course of events, will the 
little kingdom, which has presumed to 
set its back up against the rest of the 
world, fall, and that in all probability 
before many more years have passed. 
France and the United States have 
each had their little trouble; ‘and the 
results of expeditions, undertaken spas- 
modically, and without sufficient pro- 
aration, have seomed in the eyes of 
the Coreans, wilfully ignorant of the 
rest of the world, to favour their preten- 
sions as people of some importance. 
Curiously enough, Great Britain, with 
more important interests in the far 
east, has hitherto been thrown but little 
in contact with the Coreans. ‘The only 
occasion when any interference was 
necessary, terminated, to all appearance, 
to the satisfaction of both parties; and . 
it was supposed that, whatever ill 
feoling might be displayed towards 
other powers, the Oross of St. George 
did not appear to excite any ill-will. 
‘The attack on the boat’s crew of the 
Sylvia would soem to show that the 
dislike of the Coreans to Foreigners is 
of a perfectly undiscriminating and 
impartial nature. Fortunately, no harm 
seems to have been done, and it is 
probable that no further steps will be 
taken, at present at least, to impress 
the little power with an idea of the 
proper étiquette to be observed in t 
mutual dealings of nations, With 
Japan, however, the case seems different. 
If Corea is to be absorbed, as sooner or 
later it must be, Japan would naturally 
like to gain in the operation. Japan 
has old claims to suzerainty, if not 
empire ; and, as a young and a rising 
nation, naturally resents being snubbed 
and injured by a petty neighbour. 
More, the Japanese and Coreans have 
much in common; and Corea in the 
hands of an outside power could very 
well be used as a menace to the in- 


dependence of Japan. At present, there 
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are no other claimants for the heritage ; 
so that, if she is able for the task, Japan 
has many inducements to goin. Those, 
however, best acquainted with Japan 
seem to doubt her ability. Even an 
Eastern nation cannot now-a-days con- 
duet war without its natural sinews; 
and the finarices of Japan have been 
too recently and too serionsly disturbed 
to afford a hope that they could stand 
any serious strain. To capture a fort 
and retire is one thing, to hold an 
unwilling country another. Still it is 
not improbable that the attempt will be 
made, 





WINDING-UP PUBLIC COMPANIES. 


‘Two or three events which have recently 
occurred in China seem to point out 
new danger in our financial arrange- 
ments, We need scarcely say that we 
allude to the passion for winding up 
local public companies, which has lately 
found favour with speculators, and 
has not received at the hands of 
those who are interested in the per- 
manent prosperity’ of the place, the 
amount of deprecation which might 
fairly have been dealt out. It is of 
much consequence that facilities should 
be offered for the management of local 
enterprise, and that the serious drain 
upon the resources of a trade such as 
is carried on at Shanghai, should be 
economised to the uttermost. It will 
bo perfectly understood that wo are not 
putting in a plea for any particular 
association. It may have happened 
that the institutions referred to were, in 
public and private interest, best closed. 
Btill there have been pecaliarities of 
method which we would prefer not to 
have seen introduced into our local 
undertakings. It is some years ago 
since, in the case of the old China Fire 
Insurance Co,, tho idea of winding up a 
company then prosperous, and mainly 
because it was prosperous, occurred to 
the public of Shanghai. The ac. 
oumulated funds, which, held together 
would have been available for local 
enterprise, were dissipated; and for 
some: years Shanghai and the rest of 
China had to pay @ heavy tax to Home 
offices in the shape of fire insurance 
premia, It was scarcely attempted 
to be shown that the office was not 
paying, or was not likely to pay. 
‘There was left, after the Yokohama fire, 
8 considerable amount to reserve, and 
tho temptation to divide this, and fore- 
stall the goose in the laying of the 
golden eggs, was too great for the 
majority of Shareholders. The case 
differed, perhaps, from more recent 
ones in this, that the action was not 
premeditated ; but was the result of a 
genuine “fank,” caused by heavy losses 
incurred in one great conflagration, 
and which suggested a desire to realize 
shares, still very valuable, before they 
could incur farther depreciation. It is 
trae the Hongkong Fire Insurance Co. 
quickly enlarged its capital and its 
operations, to fill the gap; but one 
Company cannot do the work of two, 

















‘and the result was that, for some time, 
as we have said, a large sum in Insur- 
ance premia. went out of Chins that 
might bave been profitably retained 
hore. . Insurance is, in fact, 8 form of 
business which can best be performed 
by local enterprise. When carried 
on on the spot, trade only suffers the 
amount. of actual loss proceeding 
from natural and unforeseen causes. 
‘When,-on the contrary, a community 
insures at a distance, it of necessity 
imposes a heavy tax on trade in general, 
spent in supporting institutions from 
which it derives no corresponding 
benefit. Few merchants can afford the 
risk of becoming their own insurers, 
as their ions are not of a suf- 


ficiently extensive and varied nature | 


to warrant them, on the theory of 
averages, in exposing themseives to 
heavy losses which, perhaps, there may 
be a difficulty in repaying. But, al- 
though individual merchants may easily 
refrain from adopting the dangerous 
course of accepting their own risks, an 
association for the purpose of mutual 
protection may on the same principles 
be the safest of investments. It is to 
such a principle that institutions like 
the North China Insurance Co. owe their 
success; and, before proceeding to 
close any local company, which bas for 
its object the earning of Jocal capital, 
it would be well to consider closely all 
the varying circumstances of the case. 
We do not mean to say that all the 
shareholders who voted for the winding 
up of the Victoria or the China and 
Japan Insurance offices were actuated 
by false cr shortsighted motives. Many, 
perhaps most, thought they were 
doing wisely. There is, however, 
no doubt that, both in one case 
and the other, the agitation which 
resulted in majorities for winding up, 
was got up in an artificial manner, and 
didnot proceed from thespontaneous wish 
of the shareholders. Such a spirit is, 
we believe, fraught with danger to local 
enterprises, the partners in which are 
so fickle that, at the first suggestion of 
some outsider, they will listen to pro- 

Is for a division. The state of 
feeling produced in such circumstances 
is likely, besides, to be contagious.

reason a few weeks ago for wind- 
ing up the S. S..N. Company and the 
Hongkong and Shanghai Bank, as for 
performing the operation on the other 
companies. It needs little originality 
of genius to perceive that, at some 
periods, there is a tendency for the 
market price of shares in any ordi- 
nary undertaking to fall below what 
may at the moment be their actual 
value, if realised. If, on every such 
occurrence, the partners in a concern 
were to rush wildly to realise, we 
might bid good-byo to all reasonable 
chance of legitimate investment. It 
is in some such direction that the 
share speculators of Shanghai and 
Hongkong seom at present drifting ; 
clatebing at the shadow, they are not 
unlikely to find that they have dropped 








the substance; but, meanwhile, much 
permanent injury is not unlikely to 
have been inficted on real and bond 
fide investors, whose permanent interests 
are sacrificed to gratify the desire of 
others for immediate gain. 





THE RECENT NEGOCIATIONS, 


‘The present moment scems opportune 
for reconsidering the pros and cons of the 
late investigations which have been carried 
fon since the murder of Mr. Margary at 
Momein, When tho news of that sad 
event reached the public ear, it found 
three groups of Englishmen, in China, 
India, and Great Britain, specially in- 
terested in its being promptly and efficiently 
redressed—and it is difficult to give the 
palm to the section of Britons which was 
at first louder in demands for justice being 
obtained for such treacherous conduct on 
the part of the Chinese Government, At 
all events, the British community in China, 
as one of those groups most intimately 
affected by Mr. Margary’s death, lost no 
time and spared no effort in proclaiming 
the bad effect that such a crime, if left un- 
punished, would have on their position in 
and future relations with this Empire. At 
the same time, the body of merchants who 
thus expostulated with the Home Govern- 
ment contributed but very insignificant 
support to the solution of the important 
difficulty, owing chiefly to tho absence of 
influential persons connected with them at 
Home, who would press the matter ; and 
to the indifference that had lately boan 
shown by the Homo authorities to their 
repeated remonstrances agai 
which had naturally culmi 
disaster that still remain unexpiated. 

In India, which had also been specially 
touched by the Momein massacre, through 
its connection with the expedition that was 
frustrated by Chinese treachery ; tho fool- 
ing manifested was ono of indignation at 
the attack made by Chinese on an under- 
taking directed by one of its own officors, 
and of alarm that such 
legitimate enterps 
very unwholesome precedent to other 
neighbours, unless complete satisfaction 
was exacted from the Chinese for such an 
aggression on British arms. Unfortunately, 
the attention of the Indian Government 
was distracted from tho vital point of the 
ion, by mixing up the connivance of 
sovereign with the Chinese 
ty for the outrage, and though 
great flourishes of trumpets duly an- 
nounced the speedy departure of British 
troops from Madras to Rangoon, and osten- 
sible demands for explanation were mado 
at Mandalay; no fact or deed of the Govern- 
ment of Lord Northbrook has appeared, by 
which the wound to the prestige of British 
interest in astern Asia has been oven 
tended towards the first stago of its cure. 
Whatever formal difficulties might have 
existed last spring against the passago of 
British troops through Burmah to Yunnan, 
it is evident from tho unconditional assent 
on the part of the Burmese king which 
has now been obtained, that the samo

The more the Imperial 
edicts and memorials are analysed, the 
less they are capable of bearing a strict 
obligation to secure any of our rights, 
and the less do they even appear to mention 
‘with any completences ‘the acknowledg- 
ment of; the ‘breach of solemn treaties 
which ought to have been in the fore- 






















ground of. all. representations, made to 
them? No sincere’ expression of regret 
for Mr. Margary’s. murder. ‘has . beon 
elicitéd from the Chinese Government by 
our Minister; no promise ia apparent .of 
punishing the offenders. It is anid. that 
the projected Embassy: to. England will 
convey the apology of the Emperor forthe 
misdeeds of his’ subordinates,; much the 
same that the Embassy of Chung “How 
to France expressed the ‘feigned regret to 
Monsiour Thiers for the murder of :his 
countrymen at Tientsin. If the apology 
tendered at St. James’ is, not accompanied 
by some tangible proof of contrition, it 
in to be hoped that it will bo unacceptable 
and even resented.

recorded. ‘The expectations formed are 
still waiting fora future reality. Chine 
has not offered any reparation for her 
crime, nor any assurance that she will not 
commit precisely the samo ayain when an 
opportunity occurs, 

British influence has not recovered from 
the harm Mr. Maryary's murder has caused 
it, and before the eyes of the Chinese and 
other Eastern netions, we appear as in- 
sulted barbariaus incapable of getting re- 
dress. No native of China or Japan, if 
called on to judge of the result of the late 
negotiations by those documents, would 
perceive that British diplomacy had gained 
anything by them, Probably they would 
feel a secret, self-congratulation that they 
had got the better of the Western nations. 

Far better, however humiliating it is, to 
have our eyes opened now to the danger 
which threatens us by non-success, lest 
we complete our distress by thorough ' 
failuro hereafter. If the British Govern- 
ment do not take up the Chinese question 
in a very different way from that in which 
they neem to have authorised our Minister 
at Peking to follow, our influence and 
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security ‘will be compromised. “It is'no 


gesting a. practical remedy for what 
is .complained of. To fulfil therefore 
“a: duty, it becomes’ necessary ‘to “point 
; ineans of re-establishing our’ in- 
fluéice and security in Chins, ‘and of 
obtaining s guaranteo that wo shail not be 
molested in future, It is simply to 
Sccupy some portion of China, which 
would convinca the Chinese people of our 
superiority in every way. The fear of 
other nations doing the same might be 
well disregarded, as our occupation of part 
of China could never bea cause of quarrel 
with them, and would certainly bo a 
source of good to all who would accept 
the welcome of settling under the protec- 
tion of our flag as at Hongkong. The 
‘atinexation of any part of China in itself 
‘annot be judged by strict principles of in- 
ternational law, seeing that this legislation 
in not applicable to semi-barbarous states 
such as the so-called Chineso Empire. This 
vast cotintry will fall sooner or later to a 
superior race, and all tho imaginary 
atrongth and power which the Chinese in 
their childish minds fancy they will attain, 
will never help them to escape from their 
destiny of being subservient people 
whenever they come into serious contact 
with Western nations, With a portion of 
China in our hands, we should be exempt 
from our present tribulations, arising from 
‘our intercourse on a footing of pretended 
equality with a people possessing neither 
truth, honor, uor virtue, such as Westerns 
undorstaiid them 
pencefully and successfully in China, it 
mut be done by governing one part of 
it directly, aud the rest indirectly by the 
force and oxample of our insti 
The late negoti 
strongthen our position, but the 
elapsing between the departure of Mr.

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JAPAN AND COREA. 

Tho Japan Mail says a review of 
the Japaneie newspapers bearing upon 
the subject of the Corean affair, will 
prove that the feeling of the country 
in very decidedly opposed to war. The 
main grounds of objection are that the 
insult levelled at Japan by Corea has 
boon effaced by the punishment it incurred ; 
and that the expense of the war would 
exceed the available resources of the coun- 
try. ‘These arguments will mect with 
general acceptance by foreigners, and by 
all sober-minded men in the country; 
though it is impossible to doubt that there 
in a largo party, intorested rather in push- 
ing their own fortunes than solicitous 
about the true wolfaro of the Empire, who 
would be ouly too glad to hear of a de- 
claration of war, ‘Two years ago, the 
vernment had to deal with similar diffi- 
culty ; the Saga insurrection broke out, 
and the expedition to Formosa was the 
means employed to reduco the internal 
inflammation. But the Government is now 
stronger then it was in 1873, and the army, 
largely recruited from class which ber 
the samurai no love, is better trained, dis- 
ciplined and equipped than at that time.
